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Clocktower revamp 
set for spring start

CONTROVERSIAL 
plans to revamp New¬ 
market’s busiest road 
junction are about to go 
ahead - despite opposi¬ 
tion from some coun¬ 
cillors and traders. 

The £600,000 scheme will 
involve the realignment of 
Newmarket High Street at 
the Clocktower junction and 
changes to nearby roads. 

Councillor Bill Burch, the town’s 
mayor, was angered that details 
had been released to the media 
before town councillors were told. 

Members of the town council are 
due to hear about the latest propo¬ 
sals in the long-running contro¬ 
versy when a county council traffic 
expert addresses the next council 
meeting on Monday 

Cllr Burch said: “I’m disgusted 
that they would send out a press 
release before approaching this 
council. I can’t comment on the 
plans because I haven’t seen them.” 

Cllr Burch has previously 
criticised the plans - in particular 
the proposal to stop access to 
Exeter Road from the roundabout. 

He said the new roundabout 
proposed would also be difficult for 
large articulated lorries to nego¬ 
tiate. 

Exeter Road, currently a one-way 
street between the High Street and 
Fred Archer Way, will become a 
two-way road for most of its length. 

Right turns will be banned for 
shoppers leaving the town’s 


Waitrose store in Fred Archer Way 

The historic Clocktower, which 
stands in the middle of the High 
Street, will be joined to the pave¬ 
ment on the south side of the High 
Street which will be off-set to the 
north side. 

There are plans for benches and 
lighting for the Clocktower, erected 
more than 100 years ago to 
commemorate Queen Victoria’s 
Jubilee. 

Work is set to go ahead this 
spring. 

County councillor Guy McGreg¬ 
or, portfolio holder for roads and 
transport, said: “The Clocktower 
scheme will be targeting the same 


issues that have driven the whole 
project to date such as accident 
and casualty reduction, providing 
an improved ‘gateway’ into 
Newmarket and promoting the 
economy of the town in this area.” 

He said: “Accidents, especially to 
pedestrians and young mums with 
pushchairs, continue to occur at 
this important junction and to 
leave matters as they are is not an 
option. 

“The county council, as the 
highways authority, has a 
statutory duty to try and reduce 
the occurrence of casualties 
caused through accidents on the 
highway network. This especially 


applies at locations known to have 
high levels of accidents or 
casualties.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, local 
member for Newmarket and Red 
Lodge: “I am pleased to see that the 
Clocktower improvements are due 
to start in the spring. 

“I know that local residents and 
shopkeepers in the area will be 
relieved to hear that the much- 
needed improvements are on the 
way 

“The improvements will also 
make it easier for pedestrians to 
enjoy the Clocktower building, 
with easier pedestrian access.”

‘cowardly’ conmen 


BOGUS police officers broke 
into three homes leaving 
pensioners terrified. 

Police, who described the thugs 
as “cowardly and abhorrent”, have 
stepped up patrols after two villages 
were targeted by the sick crooks. 

Two of the break-ins took place in 
Magna Close, Abington on Friday at 
9.30pm. 

Three con artists posing as police 
made off with cash after breaking 
in through a window at one home 
and telling the owners they were 
police officers. 

Shortly afterwards the gang, 
claiming to be police officers, left a 
couple in their 90s “shocked and 
shaken” after breaking into their 
home through a window in The 
Crescent, Dullingham.

police station in Cambridge, said 
extra police patrols were mounted 
over the weekend in villages in the 
area. 

He said: “I would appeal to 
anyone who thinks they know who 
has committed these cowardly and 
abhorrent offences to contact 
police. 

“We believe these residents were 
targeted because they were elderly 
and I would urge anyone to come 
forward. 

“It is also important for residents 
to remain vigilant, report any 
suspicious behaviour and always 
ask for identification from people 
they don’t know who call at their 
home.” 

These latest “despicable” dis¬ 


traction burglaries come on the 
back of a spate of similar crimes in 
recent weeks. 

Last month three shotguns were 
stolen by thieves preying on elderly 
victims in Hildersham and 
Fulbourn. The theft was linked by 
police to a spate of 19 others 
committed across South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire since November 4. 

The Hildersham raid saw two 
men posing as police officers trick 
their way into the home of an 
elderly game warden and his wife 
before stealing cash savings and the 
shotguns. 

One of the men in the latest 
burglaries in Dullingham is des¬ 
cribed as aged about 18, 5ft 6in tall, 
slim, clean shaven with light brown 
hair.

NESTING boxes for birds 
have been put up in trees 
bordering a footpath and 
cycleway. 

Members of the Newmarket 
in Bloom group put up 24 
nest boxes as part of 
National Nest Box Week. 
The boxes were put up in 


the woodland walk area off 
Noel Murless Drive, 
Newmarket, near the path 
known locally as the Yellow 
Brick Road. 

Newmarket in Bloom, which 
has been operating since 
1990, collects sponsorship 
for the 180 hanging flower 


baskets displayed in the 
High Street and nearby 
areas. It also organises 
annual competitions for 
individual gardens as well as 
the best displays by pubs, 
hotels and businesses.

A FATHER who drunkenly 
rammed his car into his home 
during a domestic row has 
been told to deal with his 
“anger issues” by magistrates. 

Timothy Grooms was more 
than double the drink-drive 
limit when he repeatedly 
reversed his car into his 
housing association home in 
Thirlwall Drive, Fordham, 
after arguing with his partner. 

Police found two of his 
terrified children inside 
cowering behind a sofa, 
magistrates in Ely heard on 
Tuesday 

Grooms, 42, caused £900 
worth of damage on Decem¬ 
ber 16 to the front door, 
window and brickwork of the 
house, which is owned by 
Sanctuary Hereward. 

When confronted by police, 
Grooms told them he “didn’t 
give a **** about the children 
or a **** about Christmas.” 

However, magistrates were 
unable to hand out a jail 
sentence following the recom¬ 
mendations of a pre-sentence 
report by probation officers. 

Instead, they were forced to 
give Grooms an order to help 
him deal with his drink and 
anger problems. 

Chairman of the bench 
Hamish Ross said: “You say 
you would never willingly 
hurt your children, but it 
could have happened if that 
wall had collapsed. 

“That is where my concern 
lies but there is not a lot I can 
do about it.” 

Grooms, a road repair man, 
was handed a two-year

supervision order, which will 
force him to attend alcohol 
awareness counselling after 
admitting criminal damage at 
a hearing last month. 

He was also banned from 
driving for 20 months for the 
drink-driving offence, which 
he also admitted. 

A separate two-year super¬ 
vision order for a breach of a 
conditional discharge - 
imposed for a charge of 
common assault - was also 
imposed and will run con¬ 
currently with the other 
order. 

During an earlier hearing, 
magistrates had berated 
Grooms for his behaviour, 
saying: “You seemed to use 
the car as a battering ram.” 

Representing himself, 
Grooms blamed the incident 
on being drunk and showed 
no remorse, although he 
admitted he had a drink 
problem and needed help. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£900 in compensation to the 
housing association for the 
damage caused to their 
property 


Shock rise in cost 
of town’s new pool

COSTS are soaring 
at Newmarket’s 
troubled swim¬ 
ming pool project. 

Councillors were 
given details of the 
latest increase in the 
cost of building the 
pool and leisure centre 
extension at a closed- 
doors meeting earlier 
this month. 

Although Forest 
Heath District Council 
has refused to reveal 
the latest figures, the 
Weekly News under¬ 
stands the budget for 
the scheme has now 
topped £14 million. 

Ten months ago it 
was revealed costs had 
gone up from an 
original estimate of £8.8 
million, when the 
scheme was given the 
go-ahead in 2005, to 
£12.4 million. Then 
later last year coun¬ 
cillors had a further 
report indicating that 
costs had risen to £12.8 
million. 

The scheme is being 
supported by a £3 


million Lottery grant 
from the Sport England 
organisation but no 
more cash will be given 
by the Lottery 

Part of last year’s in¬ 
crease was blamed on 
the discovery that soil 
on the site had been 
contaminated from a 
former gasworks which 
once stood on neigh¬ 
bouring land. 

Councillor Geoffrey 
Jaggard, council leader, 
said he was “dis¬ 
appointed” at the latest 
shock rise in the cost of 
the project - the biggest 
ever undertaken by the 
council. 


But he said the extra 
cash would not force a 
rise in Council Tax. 

Cllr Jaggard said he 
could not say by how 
much the costs had 
risen, but he accepted it 
was in the order of 
“several hundred thous¬ 
and pounds”. 

The extra cash will 
come from the council’s 
capital fund, which 
finances major building 
projects. Some do not go 
ahead, leaving the 
council with spare 
money 

He said the council 
was pursuing “certain 
things” which could 


lead to some of the 
additional costs being 
recouped. 

The community ser¬ 
vices committee was 
given a schedule of 10 
items which led to the 
latest increase in costs. 

“We have got to get on 
and finish the project, 
that’s the main thing,” 
he said. “Solid progress 
is now being made.” 

Cllr Jaggard said he 
hoped the project would 
be finished by June, in 
time for the school 
summer holidays, but 
did not want to “raise 
people’s expectations”. 

He added: “One hopes 
that no more extra costs 
come out of the wood¬ 
work, but I’m not 
holding my breath.” 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “We can¬ 
not release the revised 
figure because it in¬ 
cludes certain items 
which are the subject of 
the contract.” 

Liberal Democrat 
opposition councillor 
Ian Radford said: “This 
doesn’t make me feel 
very comfortable about 
the council’s ability to 
manage projects.”

THE grieving parents of 
a young musician have 
thanked those who atten¬ 
ded a service to mark his 
life. 

James Fisher, 15, was found 
dead after disappearing from 
his home at Silverley, Ashley, 
two weeks ago. 

James, a student at Botti- 
sham Village College, was a 
talented musician who played 
the piano and guitar. 

Friends paid tribute to him 
at the packed service to cele¬ 
brate his life at St Mary’s 
Church, Newmarket. 

His mother Claudia, said 
afterwards: “I, and my husband 
Tony, want to thank everyone 
who attended and in particular 
the students who played at the 
end of the service. They were 
very brave.” 

Fellow students Oli Steggles, 
Tom Penn, Bret Castles, Sam 
Bristow and Josef James 
played the Jimi Hendrix 
classic All Along the Watch- 
tower at the end of the service. 

Sir Paul McCartney sent a 
personal tribute and former 
Squeeze member Chris Difford 
recorded a special version of 
one of his songs, which was 
played at the service together 
with some of James’s favourite 
music. 

A recording of James 
playing Fats Waller’s Ain’t 
Misbehavin’ on the piano was 
also played during the service. 

Mourners were dressed in 
black, white and red - the 
colours of his favourite band, 
American duo The White 
Stripes. 

The Rev Graham Locking, 
who conducted the service, 
said: “James lived for his 
music. His music will live as 


he lived through his music.” 

Donations in aid of the Nat¬ 
ional Foundation for Youth 
Music were collected after the 
service. 

An inquest will be held at a 
later date. His body was found 
about two miles from his home 


about 36 hours after he 
disappeared. 

An initial post-mortem 
examination was unable to 
establish a cause of death and 
further tests are being carried 
out.

“Luckily, each time it happened 
during the interval, so it didn’t 
disrupt the show too much. 

“The Dame made a joke of it 
when the show resumed saying 
it was her cakes burning which 
had set off the alarm.” 

He said it was still a mystery 
why the alarms were set off. 

“We thought it might have 


been smokers lighting up as 
they went out for a smoke 
during the interval. 

“We do have some smoke 
effects on stage and we had 
opened the back store room door 
in preparation for the second 
half. 

“We are still not one hundred 
per cent sure what caused it. 

“But I’m pleased at the way 
everyone went out in an orderly 
fashion. I think we evacuated 
the hall in two minutes.” 



Disgust as drinks 
licence is granted 


RESIDENTS reacted 
angrily as councillors 
gave a filling station a 
licence to sell alcohol for 
24-hours on some days of 
the week.

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s licensing act 
sub-committee accepted a 
concession offered by the 
company that there would be no 
alcoholic drinks sold between 
midnight and 5am on Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays. 

The company had changed its

on to the High Street filling 
station in the early hours of the 
morning causing extra disturb¬ 
ances in the area. 

Councillor Warwick Hirst, 
former Mayor of Newmarket, 
who put forward the town 
council’s objections to the 
licence, said: “I’m absolutely 
disgusted. 

“It’s an absolute disgrace for 
the town.” 

Cllr Susan Honeyford, a 
district councillor for the area, 
said: “I’m extremely disappoint¬ 
ed. The views of residents 
haven’t been taken into 
account.” 

Some residents at the sub¬ 


committee meeting, at the 
district council’s Mildenhall 
headquarters, criticised the fact 
that none of the three coun¬ 
cillors who took the decision 
were from Newmarket. 

They were Cllr John McGhee, 
from Mildenhall, Cllr Eddie 
Stewart, from Brandon, and Cllr 
Roger Dicker, from Kentford. 

The application drew more 
than 20 letters of protest from 
people living near the garage 
and an objection was also lodged 
by the police on the grounds it 
could lead to more disturbance 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Sgt Jo Garrard, who heads the 
Newmarket safer neighbour¬ 
hood teams, said she was 
concerned staff at the garage 
would not be able to properly 
enforce under-age drinking 
restrictions.

Right, is aimed at helping 
relatives to find a suitable care 
home for someone suffering 
from dementia. 

Mr Spring said: “This guide 
is an essential way of support¬ 
ing local people living with 
dementia and their carers.

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American airman admits drugs offences 


AN AMERICAN airman 
has been jailed for six 
months and kicked out of 
the service for drugs and 
assault offences. 

Senior Airman Jason 
Neal, a member of the 
100th Logistics Readiness 
Squadron at the Mildenhall 
base, is the last of about a 
dozen US Air Force per¬ 
sonnel to face courts 
martial after a major 


investigation into drug 
misuse in 2006. 

He admitted the use and 
possession of marijuana, 
having drug paraphernalia 
and assault. 

As well as a six-month 
confinement sentence, he 
was also demoted to the 
lowest rank and given a 
bad conduct discharge. 

The Air Force Office of 
Special Investigations 


searched Neal’s home in 
Beck Row, near Mildenhall, 
after he held a three-day 
party there in September, 
2006, which involved the 
use of drugs. 

The military judge con¬ 
ducting the hearing was 
told that Neal had bought 
most of the drugs , which 
included pipes, in Am¬ 
sterdam. 

The assault charge 


related to an incident a 
year later when he struck 
another airman involved in 
the probe and accused him 
of “snitching” on him. 

Neal was the only 
Mildenhall-based service¬ 
man to face charges from 
the probe. 

The rest were from 
Lakenheath and all were 
dealt with at hearings last 
year.

health and safety and 
everybody bows down. 

“What kind of world are 
we living in? 

“It is a lovely wooded 
area which has been 
enjoyed for generations.” 

Parish councils in the 
area are concerned about 
the trees and have sugg¬ 
ested the tree-felling 
programme may be part 
of a programme by Nat¬ 
ural England, formerly 
English Heritage, to ret¬ 
urn that section of Devil’s 
Ditch to “bare earth.” 

Mr Vincent said he had 


no objection to the rem¬ 
oval of sycamore sap¬ 
lings, but healthy mature 
trees should be saved. 

Anthea Davidson, East 
Cambridgeshire district 
councillor for the area, 
said: “I think it’s a great 
shame. 

“I know they are trying 
to preserve the ditch for 
future generations, but I 
feel there could be a 
better form of manage¬ 
ment. It seems pretty 
brutal.” 

She said although other 
sections of the Ditch were 
open, the southern sec¬ 
tion had been a wooded 
area for centuries. 

Nearly two years ago 


there was controversy 
when the footpath which 
runs on top of the earth¬ 
work was closed while 
tree-felling operations 
were carried out. 

Mr Vincent said parish 
councillors were assured 
in 2006 that the only trees 
to be taken down would be 
sycamore saplings or 
trees that were unsafe or 
in danger of uprooting 
parts of the embankment. 

He said: “It appears the 
present proposals go far 
beyond these under¬ 
takings.” 

No-one from Natural 
England was available to 
comment.

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Drink-drive mum banned

A MOTHER has 
been given a suspen¬ 
ded jail sentence for 
drunkenly trying to 
drive away with 
only three wheels on 
her car after a 
crash.

You behaved in 
an utterly irresponsible 
fashion.” 

He said it was “only by 
the grace of God” that 
no-one was killed in the 
crash, which happened at 
2pm on January 10.

He imposed a four-year 
driving ban and refused 
to give Hall, of The 
Street, Worlington, near 
Mildenhall, the option of 
a drink-drive rehabilit¬ 
ation course which could 
have reduced the period 
of the ban by up to a year. 

Judge Cooper said her 
alcohol reading of 155- 
micrograms in 100 milli¬ 
litres of breath - nearly 
five times the legal limit 
of 35 micrograms - was 
“one of the highest” 
readings he had come 
across. 

He said Hall, who has 
three sons in their 20s, 
should be supervised by 
the probation service for 
18 months and should not 
get her licence back until 
the DVLA at Swansea is 
satisfied she does not 
pose a danger to the 
public. 

He also ordered her to 
pay £60 prosecution 
costs. 

Hall appeared at Sud¬ 
bury Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday for sentence, 


having previously admit¬ 
ted drink-driving and 
failing to stop after an 
accident. 

The judge read a pro¬ 
bation officer’s report on 
her before passing sen¬ 
tence. 

Her solicitor, Jeremy 
Kendall, argued that 
supervision was not 
necessary because she 
had sought treatment for 
her alcohol problem. 

He also made a plea for 
Hall to be offered the 
drink-drive rehabilitat¬ 
ion course which would 
have reduced the period 
of the ban. 

But the judge said the 
report showed she posed 
a “high risk of causing 
serious harm to the 
public” and was “in 
denial” about what had 
happened in the crash. 

“I find her whole 
stance difficult to under¬ 
stand,” the judge told Mr 
Kendall. 

“She has one of the 
highest readings I have 
ever come across and she 
is asking, through you, 
for her licence back as 
soon as possible.”

Cleaver man’s 
tagging order 

A MAN produced a meat cleaver after 
asking two teenage brothers to change a 
wheel on his car. 

Valentine Smith, 30, had offered to give 
the brothers, aged 15 and 17, “a score” - 
£20 - if they changed the wheel for him. 
But he said he did not have a jack, a 
court heard. 

He produced the cleaver, which had an 
eight-inch blade, startling the teenagers 
who stepped back. 

He told them: “That’s not for you. 
That’s for someone else.” 

The boys went home and told their 
father who called the police. Officers 
found the cleaver lying on the ground in 
front of the Volkswagen car. 

The incident, which happened in a car 
park off Scaltback Drive, Newmarket, at 
about 6.20pm on January 27, was 
described by prosecutor Rosalind Clark 
when Smith, of Hawthorn Way, Burwell, 
appeared at Sudbury magistrates’ court. 

Smith was given a 12-week jail sent¬ 
ence suspended for a year after he 
admitted having an offensive weapon. 

District Judge David Cooper also 
ordered Smith to be electronically tagged 
to keep him indoors between 10pm and 
6am for three months. He banned Smith 
from driving for six months, ordered him 
to pay £60 prosecution costs and ordered 
that the cleaver should be confiscated. 

David Stewart, defence solicitor, said 
Smith had asked the youths to change 
the wheel because he had undergone an 
operation for bowel cancer and had a 
colostomy bag. 

Smith told the Judge that he had been 
given the cleaver by his father, who was 
chef at a hotel on the Isle of Wight, 
together with a large piece of frozen beef. 

“I had nothing to cut it with,” said 
Smith.

Grazyna Jakubowska-Young, 
a minority shareholder in the 
Steven Saunders at Newmarket 
venture which closed after two 
years with debts of £211,000, 
claims she is owed about £10,000.

Gardens, Newmarket. 


But Mr Saunders said: “She is 
not owed £10,000. She didn’t put 
a penny into the restaurant. I 
often paid staff wages out of my 
own pocket.

He said the sale of the restaur¬ 
ant would have been enough to 
pay creditors and the Inland 
Revenue, but not to repay the 
£100,000 he had loaned the 
business. 

He said he had “no alter¬ 
native” but to put the restaurant 
into voluntary liquidation when 
a sale fell through.

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Tax set to rise ‘below inflation 


COUNCIL Tax is set to rise by 
less than lOp a week to pay for 
district council services from 
April. 

Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC), which covers 
the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas, claims its 
proposed 3.6 per cent rise for 
an average household is below 
inflation. 

The council’s corporate ser¬ 
vice committee is due to 
recommend the increase at the 
full council meeting tomorrow. 

The rise will put the Council 
Tax for an average band D 
property at £128.95 - compared 
to £124.47 in the 2007/8 
financial year. 

Councillor Geoffrey Jagg- 
ard, the council leader, said 


the council had the lowest tax 
in Suffolk and had received 
less government finance “in 
real terms” than in previous 
years. 

He said: “Despite the finan¬ 
cial pressure which this places 
upon the council we have 
managed to achieve our goal of 
setting a below inflation 
increase of 3.6 per cent whilst 
continuing to maintain and 
improve service delivery 
through good financial man¬ 
agement.” 

The rise is expected to be 
voted through by the council’s 
Conservative majority group. 

The district council’s dem¬ 
and, which helps to pay for 
refuse collection, street clean¬ 
ing, environmental health and 


planning services, accounts 
for only about 10 per cent of a 
household’s total bill. 

The largest part goes to 
Suffolk County Council which 
is asking for a 3.75 per cent 
increase, resulting in £1,073.88 
being paid by the average 
household. 

Suffolk Police Authority has 
yet to set its tax demand. 

Parish and town councils 
also get a share of the total bill. 

In Newmarket, the town 
council has agreed a 4.65 per 
cent rise giving an annual 
demand of £57.04 for the 
average household. 

Mildenhall Parish Council 
has set a 1.26 per cent increase 
leaving the total figure for its 
services at £96.44.

Travellers’ site is

BAILIFFS moved in last 
week to clear an 
unauthorised trav¬ 
ellers’ site at the end of 
a two-year legal battle.

official site, privately run by 
former traveller Gloria 
Buckley. 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “We worked with the 
families and we have res¬ 
olved issues. 

“We recognised that the 
bailiffs had a job to do and 
bailiffs understood that they 
were taking people’s homes.” 

The 12 caravans were 
moved from the site, watched 
by around a dozen police 
officers. There was said to 
have been “some shouting” 
but no real problems during 
the operation. 


Government planning 
inspector Lucy Drake set a 
date of last November as a 
deadline for the families to 
leave the site. 

She ruled that the site had 
caused a “profoundly detri¬ 
mental impact” on people 
living nearby since it was 
established in April, 2006. 

The council had found 
alternative sites for the 
families, but they had been 
unwilling to leave and their 
solicitors had been planning 
a legal challenge to the 
council. 

Families from the site said 
they did not want to talk to 
media.

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Jail on the cards for 
serial drink-driver

A WOMAN has been 
warned she could face a 
jail sentence after she 
appeared in court for her 
fourth drink-drive rel¬ 
ated offence. 

Emma Crawley, whose family 
own Chippenham Park, near 
Newmarket, admitted drink¬ 
driving when she appeared 
before District Judge David 
Cooper at Sudbury magistrates’ 
court on Tuesday. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, 
said Crawley, 45, had previous¬ 
ly been in court for drink¬ 
driving offences in 1998 and 
2002. 

The judge said, after looking

at court records, that the latest 
offence was her fourth drink- 
related motoring offence. 

He imposed an immediate 
driving ban and told her: “I 
can’t rule out custody.” 

He asked probation officers 
to prepare a report on her for 
the next court hearing on 
March 11 and released her on 
bail. 

Judge Cooper, reading from a 


summary of the case, said 
Crawley, of Chesterfield Mews, 
Sackville Street, Newmarket, 
was stopped by a police officer 
at about 10pm on Friday, Feb¬ 
ruary 8. 

Her Peugeot 306 car was seen 
to cross a white line road 
marking as she made a left 
turn. 

A breath test later showed a 
reading 108mcg of alcohol in 
100ml of breath - the legal limit 
is 35mcg. 

The judge said Crawley had 
told police that she drank two 
bottles of wine during the day 
before she was stopped. 

Crawley told him that she 
was now no longer drinking. 

“You need to see my medical 
notes,” she said. 



Chemical alert over drums left near school 


THREE empty drums 
dumped near a school 
sparked a full chem¬ 
ical alert attended by 
six fire appliances. 

Mothers bringing 
children to St Felix 
Middle School, New¬ 
market, were told to 
clear a car park and 
pupils were sent into 
school early after fire 
crews arrived at the 
scene on Tuesday 
morning. 


The drums were 
discovered on the 
adjoining George 
Lambton playing field, 
off Fordham Road, at 
about 8.30am. 

A full chemical inci¬ 
dent was declared and 
firefighters donned 
“gas tight” suits. 

Fire appliances and 
specialist units were 
called in from Bury St 
Edmunds and Haver¬

The firefighters 
were at the scene for 
about two and a half 
hours. 

All the drums were 
found to be empty. 
One had contained 
acetic acid and the 
other two had con¬ 
tained a substance 
called neutrasour.

Cambridgeshire 
Police and child pro¬ 
tection services in the 
county welcomed this 
week’s announcement 
by Home Secretary 
Jacqui Smith. 

The force was rec¬ 
ently praised by Home 


after the murder of 
eight-year-old Sarah 
Payne in 2000 by Roy 
Whiting. 

Campaigner Sara 
Payne - Sarah’s mother 
- welcomed the scheme 
but still wants parents 
to be allowed to see 
details of any convicted 
paedophiles living in 
their area. 

Neighbours and fam¬ 
ily who regularly look 
after children could also 
be checked under the 
proposals. 

Police and probation 
services will decide 
what information to 
release but if children 
are thought to be at risk 
it is understood their 
guardians will be told. 

Home Secretary Jac¬ 
qui Smith insisted it 
would not be a free-for- 
all with information 
given out to anyone who 
asks. 

She told the News of 
the World : “There are 
few crimes more evil 
and shocking than sex 
offences against child¬ 


ren. Nine out of 10 cases 
of child sexual abuse 
are committed by some¬ 
one known to the child. 

“So I’m determined to 
do more to protect 
children from predatory 
paedophiles.” 

Sara Payne has vowed 
to fight on to “name and 
shame” perverts. 

She told the BBC : 
“Roy Whiting was pre¬ 
viously convicted and I 
truly believe that if a 
man like Roy Whiting 
lives in your comm¬ 
unity, then you should 
know that he is there. 

“The police and pro¬ 
bation service, with all 
the best will in the 
world, can’t watch every 
sex offender that there 
is on the register and 
watch what relation¬ 
ships they are building, 
what new areas they are 
moving into. So this is a 
way of parents taking 
some of that back.” 

Det Sup John Raine, 
head of the Cambridge¬ 
shire force’s public pro¬ 
tection department, 


said: “We are happy that 
the Home Secretary has 
made the decision to 
include Cambridgeshire 
as one the four forces in 
the pilot project. 

“Our public protect¬ 
ion department has 
recently received a good 
report from the Home 
Office inspector for the 
work we do, with effect¬ 
ive links to children’s 
social care, and the local 
safeguarding children’s 
board, we are in a 
strong position to see if 
this proposal will 
actually work to further 
protect children from 
harm.” 

Councillor Jill Tuck, 
cabinet member for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s children and 
young people’s services, 
wants checks to be more 
widespread. 

She said: “Anyone 
who is held in regard 
who has contact with 
children in their work 
should be subject to 
checks.” 

She believes the law

would not lead to angry 
parents going out on 
“lynching parties”. 

But Jim Paice, MP for 
South Cambridgeshire, 
said: “I think it is 
important that the 
Government properly 
evaluates the results of 
the pilots before it 
rushes to judgement 
and extends the scheme 
nationwide.” 

Shadow Health Sec¬ 
retary and South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Andrew 
Lansley warned that the 


law could give parents a 
false sense of security 

“They might think 
that because there was 
no criminal record, 
their children were safe 
with them.” 

Cambridge MP and 
Liberal Democrat legal 
spokesman David How- 
arth said reports in the 
media that this was 
Sarah’s Law were 
misleading because 
technical details in the 
planned legislation had 
to be resolved.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

Adopting the Lotus position 


THE Europa is designed for 
those who want a Lotus but 
don’t appreciate the raw 
single-mindedness of the 
Elise or Exige. 

It is thus billed as a car with 
more day-to-day practicality and 
with more of a “grand touring” 
nature. 

Slightly less contortion is 
required to climb into the leather- 
swathed cabin thanks to lower sills 
than the Elise. The layout is 
familiar, but the spec list, includes 
central locking, electric windows, 
a Blaupunkt satnav unit, CD 
player with MP3 compatibility, and 
aircon. Also included are driver/ 
passenger airbags and ABS with 
servo-assisted brakes. 

The test car’s £1,250 Luxury 
Touring pack includes a starter 
button, fully carpeted interior and 
lots of tan leather, plus tinted rear 
and engine bay windows. 

Also installed is a £1,200 
aftermarket performance upgrade 
kit including beefier brakes, high- 
performance spark plugs and a 
remapped ECU, taking power up 
from 197bhp to 222bhp and torque 
from 2001b ft to 2211b ft. 


Europa is

Push the starter button and the 
transverse, mid-mounted turbo¬ 
charged two-litre Vauxhall engine 
splutters to life behind your head. 
You will immediately notice the 
lack of power steering, another 
Lotus speciality. The Europa steers 
brilliantly, weighting up through 
corners with fantastic feedback. 

There are no complaints about 
the power of the engine, even if it 
lacks the immediate fizzy throttle 
responses of the supercharged 
Exige or naturally aspirated Elise. 
The 995kg Europa S is around 
200kg more than an Elise, so the 
turbocharged motor provides 
useful compensation and a 0- 
62mph time of under five seconds. 

Once the turbo starts blowing it 
accelerates like a pogo stick, even 
at lower engine speeds, allowing 
you to ride a nice and flexible wave 
of torque. The six-speed gearbox is

positive, light and direct, with the 
first four ratios very closely 
stacked to aid acceleration, while 
sixth is long enough to provide 
relaxed motorway cruising. 

Thanks to the added weight and 
slightly softer suspension settings 
the Europa S does feel more 
compliant and more comfortably 
damped than an Elise, but that is a 
relative statement. You are also 
still sitting in an Elise tub, so noise 
and refinement levels are way 
behind, say, an Audi TT or Porsche 


Cayman. But what you do still get 
is the utter involvement and a 
chassis with superb balance and 
responses. The cross-drilled 
brakes on the test car also 
provided phenomenal retardation. 

BASICALLY... 

Viewed in the context of luxurious 
GT motoring the Europa S falls 
short. Does it feel like a Continent- 
munching coupe?

Fuel worry is top 
angst for drivers 


THE three C’s - cost, 
congestion and C02 
emissions - are the 
biggest issues 

concerning UK car 
buyers today, new 
research has revealed. 

Used car website 
motors.co.uk has surveyed 
the opinions of 1,013 car 
buyers to find the definitive 
list of issues UK drivers feel 
will affect their car buying - 
and owning - habits over 
the coming year. 

The research, 

commissioned by the website 
to mark its first year helping 
car buyers get a better deal, 
revealed the escalating cost 
of fuel was by far the largest 
concern for drivers. More 
than 63 per cent of motorists 
cited this as their single 
biggest motoring worry, with 
a third of these (34 per cent) 
saying fuel costs will now 
influence their choice of car 
for a smaller or more 
efficient model.
